> RESOLUTION 


The, following’ resolution was _pass- 
ed at the last meeting of' the Presby- 
ferign Synod last week at Edmon- 
on:: : 

Whereas the General Assembly. of 
the’ Presbyterian Church {n Canada 
has repeatedly and unanimously pro- 
nounced in favor of the. total: prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture, importation, 
and. sale -of alcoholic liquors: far. bev- 
erage purposes, and has laidgit. upon 
its people:to do all in their power to 
end the drink traffic: 

And whereas. the {recent. prohibit 
tion campaign-in Alberta to forbid the 
importation into the province of alco- 
holic liquors for beverage purposes 
was in conformity with the assembly's 
declarations and: was actively partici- 
pated in by the Presbyterian body of 
Alberta; . 

And whereas, despite many heavy 
handicaps,-a majority approximating 
20,000 has been polled in favor of the 
said prohibition; _ F 

And whereas already in certain 
quarters and by certain persons 4 
subtle ‘and persistent effort is being 
made to disparage the vote cast and 
to thwart the will,of.the people as 
democratically expressed at the polls: 
. Therefore ,be it resolved: 

1. That this Synod declare em- 
phatically that in its judgment the 


vote: polied and the majority given is’ 


a clear indication that the will of the 
people is for the prohibition and not 
for the government control of the liq- 
uor traffic; , 

2..That it call upon the government 
in-the light of this mandate to :make 
such amendments to the present liq- 
uor act as. will, through efficient ad- 
ministration, lead to the removal of 
abuses such, for example, as are ap- 
parent in connection with the issuing 
of ‘medical prescriptions. 

3. That it warn its people to be 
vigilant and take such measures as 
will bring defeat to the plans of any 
person or parties who may seek to 
undermine the prohibition .sentiment 
in the province or subvert the. present 
‘prohibitionlegislation: ss. sse 8 

4. That it. pledge. itself- to co-oper- 
ate .with all other organizations. that 
united -with it.in achieving the victory 
of October 25th in resisting any in- 
vasion of the registered’ will of the 
people. " 

5. That this resolution be read to 
all the congregations of the _ Synod, 
and that copies of it be sent to the 
Premier, the Attorney General, to all 
the organizations referred to in the 
preceding paragraph and to all the 
newspapers in the province.

INFORMATION RE, 
BREEDING SOWS 


During the past few weeks, the -De- 
partment of Agriculture has received 
a number of requests for information 
as to where brood sows may be 
secured, . 

It is evident that there will be a 
demand throughout the fall. Many 
farmers during the past two years 
have sold entirely out of their breed- 
ing stock of sows and: now that grain 
has reduced somewhat in price, some 
of these men are anxious to again be- 
come established in the business, but 
find no local supply from which to 
secure a start. The matter was dis- 
cussdd by the Live Stock Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Markets Representative of 
the Dominion Governmenteand with 
the commission firms at the Edmon- 
ton and Calgary stock yards. 

It was learned that a considerable 
number of good brood sows are now 
passing through the stock yards and 
are being bought by the packers for 
slaughter. 

ATrangements have been made with 
the Live Stock Exchangés at these 
yards to fill orders for brood sows. The 
Department will place a representa- 
tive in the yards to see that the far- 
mers’ interests are looked after. Far- 
mers are advised to procure sows 
from local shippers if possible, which 
will save freight to and from the cen- 
tral yards. Those wishing to purchase 
from the stock yards should com- 
municate with the secretary of the 
Edmonton Live Stock Exchange, Ltd., 
Stock Yards, Edmonton, or Calgary 
Live Stock Exchange, Alberta Stock 
Yards, Cafgary, forwarding $15 de- 
posit per sow with the order, the bal- 
ance to be paid on delivery. This 
order will be turned over to a com- 
mission firm at the stock yards, and 
as good sows as possible shipped on 
these orders.

SCOTLAND GOES DRY IN 
+ SPOTS 


Glasgow and Aberdeen Prove Severe 
Disappointment to Prohibition 

Hopes. 

— 

London, November- 4.—Scotland 
has, in effect, decided to apply pro- 
hibition. in spots, upon which the gen- 
éral English comment is this:- 
may send drunkards across municipal 
boundaries for their refreshment, but 
it won't get rid of them.” 

Glasgow is a special disappoint- 
ment to the drys. They had counted 
on twelve prohibition wards and only 
got four. The net effect is that 94 
Glasgow licenses out of 1604 will be 
cancelled. Smaller Scottish areas 
have gone dry in the proportion of 
about one-third. All of the eleven 
wards in Aberdeen voted for no 
change. It was at Aberdeen that the 
drys issued an appeal containing 
these words: “Jesus Christ will sit 
over against the ballot box today.”

“A SWEEPING VICTORY 


EASE YOUR HERDS | _ FORREPUBLICANS| 


Tremendous Pluralities for Senator 
Harding. 


New’ York, November 3.—One of 
the most sweeping Republican  vic- 
tories in history today stood recorded 
for Senator Warren G. Harding for 
president, and a Republican congress. 

Tremendous and unperalleled Re- 
publican pluralities beginning with 
the ‘first count of ballots in yester- 
|day’s election continued . mounting 
today. 

Defeat in their fight both for the 
presidency and congress was  con- 
ceded early by Democratic national, 
leaders on the basis of the incréfs- 
ing Republican vote; and despite the 
absence, even early:.today, of final 
and official figures." ° | 

With the presidency and congress 
went the loss to the Democrats of 
governors, state legislatures and 
‘other state-and local candidates. The 
break ‘even: threatened to extend into 


the border states hitherto “solid” 
south with Republican: gains in 
some southern states, larger than 


any since the civil war. ~ 


THE’ ‘SOLEMN REFERENDUM” 


Senator Harding’s victory in what 
Governor Cox of Ohio, his Democrat 
opponent, and other Democratic lead- 
ers and many prominent Republicans 
hailed ag the “solemn referendum” 
upon the League of Nations, was im- 
pressive. In the absence of final 
figures, the swelling tide of huge 
pluralities early today give him as- 
‘gurance of 329 votes in the electoral 
‘college as against 127 for Governor 
, Cox, with 75 doubtful, inclusive of 
! states where the Republican tide was 


running strong. The unofficial re- 
sults presaged a larger majority in 
the electoral college for ‘Senator 


Harding and his running mate, Gov- 
ernor Coolidge, of Massachusetts, 
than any since 1888, except alone the 
;vote of 435 for President Wilson in 
;1912, during the Republican “split.” 

The Republican congressional swing 
was as strong, increased majorities 
in both senate and house being mark- 
ed up. Early today victory for vir- 
tually all 15 Republican senators up 
for re-election was spelled by the re- 
turns, while about a half dozen-of the 
19 Democratic candidates were hat- 
tling against Republican leads. 


WOMEN. VOTE REPUBLICAN 


' The first trial of woman suffrage 
contributed largely to the Republic- 
-an majorities, and also was a factor 
‘in delaving the count in many states. 
The millions of women’s ballots also 

- swelled the popular vote recorded ke- 
yond all records. ‘ 

Senator Harding accepted his vic- 
‘tory without exultation, stating that 
‘he was “more given to prayer to God 
to make me capable of playing my 
part.” To Governor Coolidge, the 
next vice-president, he sent a message 
stating: ‘We've got a real job and 
we'll tackle it together.” 

Governor Cox also received his de- 
feat without untoward show of feel- 
ing. He withheld any comment, af- 
,ter remaining at his newspaper office 
at Dayton until almost midnight and 
seeing his own paper issue an early 
edition recording his defeat. 

The League of Nations issue was 
stressed by Senator Borah of Idaho, 
‘prominent among the league’s foes, 
in a statement declaring that he re- 
‘garded the election as “the triumph 
for nationalism and the death of the 
‘League of Nations.” 


STRAIGHT PARTY FIGHT 


None of the minor parties, the 
Socialist, Farmer-Labor, nor Prohibi- 
tion, figured in the presidential re- 
“sult. Socialist headquarters at Chi- 
cago claimed an increased vote and 
the party re-elected three New Yore 
Socialist assemblymen who had been 


| 


expelled. The first woman Socialist 
/ ever elected to the New York us- 
sembly was Marion H. Laign. 
Eugene Debs, the Socialist presi- 
dential candidate, received the  re- 
turns in Atlanta penitentiary. 
The Farmer-Labor candidate, Par- 


ley P. Christensen, of Salt Lake City, 
had not been located at an early. hour 
‘today. 

Senator Harding, with the receipt 
of the ballot tiding—on his 55th 
birthday—announced plans fpr a va- 
-eation, beginning next Friday. He 
[ will spend several days near Browns- 
| ville, Texas, and then tour the 
Panama canal zone. 
| Governor Cox also is planning a 
i yacation of a hunting. trip in Mis- 
sissippi.

GLACIAL SLIDE !S PREDICTION 
OF ASTRONOMER. 


May Wipe Out Australia and Part of 
Surface of Africa 


| That Western Canada is not the 
only part of the world experiencing 
an unusually warm autumn, but that 
the phenomenan is general, and is 
based upon astronomical conincidenc- 
es, is shown by a statement made 
public by an American astronomer, 
John H. Chase, of Youngstown, Ohio: 
He seriously mentions that the earth 
may be facing one of those glacial 
| experiences such as it underwent 
‘thousands of years ago, and he views 
the unexampled warm weather of the 
present autumn as a probable conse- 
quence of the rare alignment recently 
undergone by certain planets, which 
theory, if correct, he regards as the 
forerunner of a glacial slide, which 
‘apparently would wipe out the con- 
ltinent of Australia and part of 
.! Africa’s surface and effect a marked 
change in the climate of the conti- 
nent. ¢ 

He says: ‘It is possible that we are 
now experiencing the first effect of 
the remarkable planetary alignment 
which occurred last winter. It is re- 
called that the planets Uranus, Mars 
and Saturn were all in direct line with 
the earth for the first time in many 
centuries, The combined pull of 
these, it was predicted by many as- 
tronomers, was certain to affect the 
earth's orbit—probably in the way of 
lengthening and flattening the eclipse. 

“Tf that occurred we could expect 
longer summers in the northern hemi- 
sphere and shorter ones in the south- 
ern hemishpere, and more important 
than this is the likelihood that a 
glacier may form, covering all of Aus- 
tralia and part of Africa. 

“Just such a flattening and stretch- 
ing of the earth’s orbit, thousands of 
years ago, caused a glacier to creep 
over North America as far as South 
Leetonia, twenty miles south of 
Youngstown. 

“This may not be the explanation, 
but it is a possibility baged on what 
jg known to have happened at least 
|once before in the world’s history.”

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POLITICIANS AND LAWS 


“The men, we call politicians make 
our laws. If wespeak of them slight- 
ingly, it is only a short step to speak 
slightingly of the laws they make. 
From there it is only a short step to 
anarchy.”—Sir Arthur Currie. 

This point made by General Currie 
in an address recently at London can- 
not be repeated too often these days. 
_There is a deliberate and widespread 
campaign to discredit “politicians” 
and all parliamentary institutions. 
Some people who do not really wish 
to abolish Parliament are actually 
assisting in the campaign. They do 
so thoughtlessly, yielding to the temp- 
tation to gain applause in that way at 
certain gatherings. Only a few days 
ago Toronto witnessed the peculiar 
spectacle of a visiting member of the 
British House of Commons denounc- 
ing all “politicians” wholesale. To 
place himself in such a foolish posi- 
tion a man must either cast all logic 
and common sense to the wind and 
stoop to gain the applause of certain 
elements by such meang, or he de- 
liberately despises the choice of his 
fellow citizens. A politician is a man 
who has been elected by a majority 
vote of the people in the constituency 
whicH he represents. It is impossible 
for a man to get into Parliament in 
this country in any other way. The 
choice of our fellow-citizens should 
be respected, even if we do not agree 
with them on some questions. It 
4s quite proper to criticize political 
parties, policies and platforms, but 
there is a vast difference between 
‘that and denouncing and sneering at 
politicians and parliamentary institu- 
tions in general. Wholesale ridicule 
of politicians and parliaments is both 
foolish and dangerous. It is the first 
step on the road to lawlessness and an- 
archy. Patriotic citizens should re- 
member the remarks of General Cur- 
rie and do their utmost to re-establish 
confidence in the British system of 
government in operation in this coun- 
try and resent and resist the sugges- 
tion of disloyal propagandists.

“A Bewildered Parent,” writing: to 
the London Morning Post, says he 
does not understand the youth of to- 
day.

If 
ever there was a mystery era, this 
is it. Here are young men by _ the 
thousands clamoring to get into 
crowded institutions of learning and 
then refusing to do any work to speak 
of after they get there. College 
presidents, unable to explain the pre- 
vailing restlessness, may find a ray 
of light in this letter from the head 
of the Oxford Union society: 

Throughout history youth has been 
exploited. Youth has been the mot- 
ive power of the world.

Throughout the centuries it 
has fought, fought in wars which it 
did not understand and did not con- 
trol. And the young men were told, 
all the time, that this was being done 
for their own good. Elderly poets 
wrote sonnets about “The Happy War- 
riror.” Aged rhapsodists informed 
each other that “to be young is very 
heaven.” 

They have Mad their day, and a 
long day, and a bloody day it has 
been. If you wish to see what young 
men think of war today you will not 
find their opinion in any of the Ro- 
mantics of the Victorians. You will 
not find it in the flamboyant insolence 
of Rudyard Kipling. You will not 
even find it in the poems of Rupert 
Brooke. You will find it in the verse 
of Siegfried Sassoon. It is whitehot 
bitterness. It is a challenge flung 
with passionate hatred into the face 
of Age. Look at the poems of the 
Sitwells, and all the school of young 
poets who are associated with them. 
And then go home and ask yourself, 
eh is the happy warrior, who is 

e?”

Meved it was hardly fair to the Mayor 
to ask him to act on the Board o 
Trade committee, in view of the extent 
to which the City Council had gone 
ahead with the Victoria Avenue road 
west and the bridge there. He thought 
Mr. Cruickshank should moderate 
some of his statements. The property 
on First Avenue west was not going 
to be so serlously affected: of the 
traffic coming over that railway cros- 


through Mr. Cronquist’s farm. When 
this road was closed the public came 
down the Peterson hill and angled 
across the townsite property on the 
west side of the railway. 

About the end of 1904 the Railway 
Company proposed to extend their 
yards and trackage in Red Deer and 
make a .terminal point. The Town 
gave the Company a cash granj of 
$2500 to buy the 17.35 acres required. 
In their letter, dated Feb. 9th, 1905, 
signed by R. R. Jamieson, Supt., ask- 
ing the town to furnish this land, 
the following appears: “It is under- 
stood, of course, that. a public cross- 
ing of our tracks shall exist on Dou- 
glas Street, (Fifth St. North) and a 
public crossing just south of the se- 
cond southerly switch from road al- 
lowance shown on plan as immediate- 
_ly south of the extreme _ southerly 
switch.” This was the road allowance 


way for extension of their station 
grounds, in a very irregular shape be- 
causo they wanted it in that shape for 
the enlargement of their yards. These 
sales no doubt helped the growth of 
Red Deer, but leave the land still own- 
ed by my principals in very irregular 
shape and difficult to subdivide proper- 
ly or economically. 

If we opened a road across the piece 
of land in question it should of course 
be in such shape as to Interfere as lit- 
tle as possible with future subdivision 
It would be difficult to say exdctly 
where that road should go, as it is im- 
possible to tell in what shape the fu- 
ture subdivision should be made. That 
will altogether depend on the purpose 
for which the property is wanted in 
the future. 

If a straight continuation of* Mun- 
son Street would answer the purpose 
there might be comparatively little ob- 
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This correspondence cieany shows 
that no road existed west of the rail- 
way, and that the Townsite owners 
were apparently willing to dedicate a 
road running stfaight east and west 
through their land, but would not con- 
sider a road on an angle. They agreed 
to permit the public to travel across 
their land during their pleasure on the 
definite understanding that the town 
should not have any claim to an es- 
tablished road and the Town Council 
agreed to this. The public has tra- 
velled over the land since that time. 


It thus became necessary to ;decide 
on which crossing to apply for. 

The present crossing meant:— 

First: Expropriating land from the 
Townsite Company, probably at con- 
siderable cost. 

Second: Hampering the C.P.R. in 
their present operations and future ex- 
pansion, just at a time when we are 
pressing them to. build the Acme 
branch into Red Deer. 

Third: Using a road less than 66 ft. 
wide just at a railway crossing on the

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At the earnest request of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross, Mr. Herbert Hoover, 
Director-General of Relief for Europe 
on behalf of the Allied Nations, came 
to Canada to launch the appeal on 
behalf of the British Empire War 
Relief Fund. That fund is being 
raised throughout the British Empire 
to combat disease and distress in 
Europe. The Canadian Red Cross 
through all its provincial divisions, 
will make the appeal in Armistice 
week. 

Mr. Hoover, who is recognized as 
the best authority in the world upon 
European conditions, spoke with the 
quiet conviction of one whose mes- 
sage was sufficient in itself. In 
commencing he said he felt some em- 
barrassment lest his presence in 
Canada might be misinterpreted as 
urging the Canadian people to fur- 
ther sacrifice. He said he realized 
that the sacrifice of the Canadian 
people, individual by individual, had 
been far in excess of that of his own 
people, but he said he knew that the 
charity of the Canadian heart was 
inexhaustible, and he felt there 
would be no resentment against his 
coming to discuss with them the 
problem that confronts the western 
hemisphere towards the east. 

THE GREATEST PROBLEM 

“To me,” Mr. Hoover said, “the 
greatest problem of the human heart 
in the world today is this problem 
of a myriad of waifs and orphan 


hungry children through Eastern and 


Central Europe. The slaughter of 
fifteen million men could not but 
have left millions of helpless hungry 
children in its track, and upon their

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well being must depend the upbuild- 
ing of Europe. There are literally 
millions of children in those coun- 
tries sunk so Tow in, destitution that 
they cannot be absorbed. They must 
receive extraordinary assistance. 


$3.00 SAVES A CHILD 


“We have found by experience that 
the cost of caring for a waif child is 
approximately $3.00 a month; that of 
the supplies that are required by im- 
ports about $1.00 jis needed, and 
therefore the dollar that we provide 
together with local support practi- 
cally preserves the life of one child. 
It is not much—$1.00 a month 
per child—and although the calls 
may be very considerable upon your 
people and upon ours, we still have 
something after we have cared for our 
children and our neighbor’s children. 


A WORLD PROBLEM 

“Our present problem over the 
forthcoming winter appears to be 
about 3,500,000 or 4,000,000 children. 
We feel that if we could find among 
all the nations $4,000,000 per month, 
Surely 
it is not much for a whole world to 
find. It is a heavy burden for charity, 
but it is so appealing in its necessity 
that I have no doubt that charity will 
find it. These children are the obli- 
gation of every man and woman in 
the Western Hemisphere, for we have 
suffered less, but beyond this they 
are a charge on the heart of the en- 
tire world. If we are to preserve the 
foundations for the future stability 
of Europe, if we are to keep open 
the. love for humanity,’ our duty is 
clear before us.
